It 
is interesting to note in contrast that the 
literary clubs in Dublin are usually 
gatherings of aspirants. rather than of 
those who have arrived. Shall we 
challenge. the wrath «f Cork by suggest- 
ing that, if it were otherwise, Dublin 
macht claim, instead of a ‘‘ Twenty,” a 
‘‘Thirty,’. “ Forty,”’ or even ** Fifty”

The Danes in Dublin. 


Some time ago I happened to meet a 
Danish visitor to Dublin ‘who was’ much 
interested in the occupation of this city 
by his ancestors. I think he was dis-’ 


‘appointed that the Danish sojourn of three 


hundred years left so few permanent 
memorials, but the Danes do not seem to 
have taken much interest in architecture 
until after their conversion to Christianity. 
They founded Christ Church, it is true; 
but that cathedral has been completely re- 
modelled, and I doubt whether there are 
now anv traces of its Danish origin. St. 
Michan’s in Church street is Danish, and 
the Abbey of St. Mary at Howth was 
founded by King Sitric twenty-eight years 
after his countrymen had been so heavily 
defeated at Clontarf. It is still possibl* 
to trace the general outlines of the ancient 
Scandinavian kingdom, which reached 
inland along the Liffey’ ‘‘as far as the 
salmon swims up the stream.” Along the 
.coast-Jine its boundaries extended south 
as far as Arklow, and north to the stream 
known 3s the Nanny Water, near Skerries, 
In tu %rough triangle manx of the place- 
names are of Danish origin, such as 
Leixlip or ‘ 
Arklow and Wicklow, 
from ‘the Danish ‘‘ loe,”’ a blaze, Dalkey, | 
Lambay, Skerries, Ringsend, and Oxmans-| 
town or ‘‘Ostmanstown.’’ the suburb to.

A. ‘Ghriving Community. 


It would be a great mistake to assume. 
as many people do, that the Danes and 
Norwegians who settled in Dublin were 
mere plundering sea-rovers. Probably the 
warrior element was uppermost in the 
first. arrivals, but their children rebuilt 
ahd fortiffed Dublin. The city 
developed into an important trading 
centre, and its inhabitants must have 
possessed considerable wealth, to judge 
from the tribute which occasional plun- 
derers were able to exact from them. 
an example of the high artistic skill pos- 
sessed by the men of his race who occupied 
Dublin, I was pleased to be able to draw 
my Danish friend’s attention to the Viking

The 
memorial fountain, erected by the citizens, 
marks the ‘‘ man-hole’’ to which, the 
attention of Constable Patrick Sheehan 
was drawn one Saturday afternoon in 
1905. Suspecting that: something was 
miss down below, he descended the iron 
lediier and found that some workmgn were 
lying gassed in the sewer; but before he 
could effect a rescue he” became overcome 
by the deadly gas. After him there went 
down a succession of volunteers, but. their 
bravery was without avail, as they were 
forced to ascend in a state of collapse. 
As every man returned, he was rushed to 
hospital. The workmen and Constable 
Sheehan were still in the sewer when Tom 
Rochford arriwed on’ the scene, and, 
believing it to be his duty, he descended 
with one rope around himself and carry- 
ing the spare ends of other lines, which 
he succeeded in making fast around the 
bodies before he himself began to lose 
consciousness. He said afterwards that 
his last conscious thought, as he was being 
hauled to safety, was the danger of having 
his head smashed against the inside of 
the iron “ man-hole ” rim—the men haul- 
ing might have worked too vigorously. 
The victims were then brought to the 
surface, and although lives—including the 
iconstable’s—were lost, Tom Rochford’s 
bravery effected the saving of others. 


‘Cits. 


Last month (writes a correspondent) 1 
spent some time fixing up small ‘* nest- 
ing ” boxes on the trees in my garden; and 
I was glad to see that these have been 
utilised by a colony of tits. Much 
amusenient can be derived from the antics 
of these cheerful little birds, which 
nothing seems to depress, not even the lack 
of rain. %t is quite easy to attract blue 
tits and long-tailed tits by hanging up 
cocoanuts and pieces of mutton fat, and 
providing.a suitable bird bath. The long- 
tailed tit, which does not build in a hole, 
builds a nest which is one of the mos! 
beautiful specimens of bird architecture. 
‘t is oval in shape, domed, and woven of 
wool, lichens, moss, and spiders’ webs, 
with consummate artistry. - The great tit 
will take advantage of a nesting box, fill 
the floor with moss, and make a nest in 
the corner lined with hair from a cow’s 
back. It may be more difficult, in view 
of certain developments, to procure this 
material in the future, but, fortunately 
for the tits, they are not aware of this 
aspect of economic nationalism. Next. to 
the robins, tits “are probiibly the gayest. 
and friendliest of all birds, although their 
chance in the struggle for existence might 
seem to be slender on account of their 
insignificant size,

PROTECTING INLAND 
FISHERIES. 


WHY POACHING IS 
POPULAR. 


A meeting of the Commission on Inland 
Fisheries was held at Kildare place, Dublin, 
yesterday. 

Mr. Frank Gallagher, Chairman, presided, 
and the other members of the Commissiou 
present were:—Messrs. P,. J. Digby, T: J. 
O'Reilly, Liam Forde, Barry O'Sullivan and 
LL. C. Moriarty. 

Mr. Charles Green, Chief Inspector of the 
Department of Land and Fisheries, suggested 
that proxy voting for members of Board of 
Fishery Conservators, which was abolished 
by the Fisheries Act of 1925, should be re- 
vived. Many ordinary licensed fishermen 
did not vote in person at elections, because 
of the cost of travelling to the place of 
voting. ‘He also submitted that many con- 
servators’ clerks were overworked, often 
having to do indoor and outdoor work. 

In the last ten years, said the witness, the 
Civic Guards had done a great deal in pro- 
tecting the salmon fishing. Rewards went 
into the Civic Guard Reward Fund, not to 
individual Guards. About five years ago 
his department succeeded in getting an in- 
telligible article into the school-books on the 
subject of spawnizg salmon, and they would 
be willing to have a similar lesson put into 
school-books now. It had been a practice 
in some districts to kill large numbers of 
spawning fish in the winter and salt them. 
** Nowadays,’ said the witness, ‘I think the 
people are aboye eating salted fish.” 

Replying to Mr. Sullivan, the witness said 
that the spirit of mischiet yas mainly re- 
sponsible for this practice. má 

“You will get a man standing up to his 
waist in a cold stream in the middle of the 
night trying to take salmon out with a 
ferk,’’ continued Mr. Green, “and if you 
paid that man double wages you could not 
get him to go into the stream in the day- 
time.”’ 

A staff of three or four men constantly 
engaged on the biological study of trout and 
salmon was necessary at present. - Additional 
engineering assistance was also required -to 
carry out a proper survey of water-power 
installation in relation to the fisheries.

' ERCURY oe) Inferior Conjunc-

Venus is a morning star, and is at her 
greatest brightness in that position on the 
lith. She rises at 4.35 a.m. on that date, 
and will be a magnificent object i. the 
Eastern heavens, outshining everything 
in the sky, with the sole exception of the 
crescent of the waning Moon, which 1s 
close by, rising 9 minutes later than 
Venus. It will be worth whi's for early 
risers, who are abroad before sunrise, to 
watch the two planets ; for they will easily 
continue visible up to sunrise and after. 
Venus is always v sible to the naked eye 
in full daylight, except when she is too

THE STARS. 

At midnight on the Ist; at 11 p.m. on 
the 15th ; and at 10 p.m. on the 30th. 

On the meridian are Hydra, Leo, and 
Ursa Major. The first, a long straggling 
constellation, covers more than four hours 
of Right Ascension along the Southern 
horizon, passing below Cancer, Leo, Crater, 
Corvus, and Virgo. Ursa Major is over 
head, the stars Alpha and Beta, in the 
Plough, or Wain, being near the zenith. 
The seven stars of the Plough are probably 
the best known in the heavens ; even those 
‘otherwise totally unversed in astronomy 
are often able to point them out. Their 
notoriety is, doubtless, due to their bright- 
ness, their striking configuration, and the 
fact that they are always above the horizon 
in European latitudes. They are designated 
in modern astronomy by the Greek letters 
Alpha, Beta, Gamma, Delta, Epsilon, 
Zeta and Eta, Urse Majoris; but they 
have had names from time immemorial. 
Their names are, in the order of the letters 
above, respectively, Dubhe, Kochab, 
Phecda, Megrez, Alioth, Mizar, and Benet- 
nash ; and they mean, in the same order, 
Bear, Star, Custodian, Separation, Steps, 
Little One, End of the Tail. In many 
places, all over the Northern Hemisphere, 
there exist rude Stone Age carvings on 
smooth rock faces, showing this most 
famous of all constellation figures, 
with great fidelity of delineation. Some- 
times even Alcor, the small star close to 
Mizar, is shown in these sculptures, as 
well as some of the neighbouring stars of 
Bodtes. It is evident, therefore. that our 
very remote ancestors were familiar with 
the Plough, Wain, or Dipper, as it is 
variously called in different parts of the 
world. 

West of the meridian are Cancer. 
Gemini, Canis Minor and Auriga. Canis 
Major, Orion and Taurus are setting. East 
are Virgo and Bootes. Near the horizon. 
due East, are Hercules, Corona and 
Serpens. Ophiuchus and Libra are rising, 
The bright stars Spica and Arcturus are 
conspicuous in this quarter, as are 
Procyon, Pollux, Betelgeuse and Capella 
in the West. Sirius and Aldebaran are 
near the horizon, the former 8.W. and the 
latter N.W. Deneb and Vega are low 
down in the N.N.E. Cassiopeia and

he seeker for double stars will find 
much to interest and charm in the region 
of the heavens presented this month. 
Gamma Virginia, Epsilon Boótis, Cor 
Caroli (the one bright star in the blank 
space below the Great Bear’s tail), Xi 
Urs Majoris, Mizar, and Delta Serpentis 
are a few of a long list—too long for these 
notes. Also there is the Nebular region 
of Virgo to be explored.

wer on any moderate telescope, 
multitudes of strange ghostly forms are 
picked up.. Photography has proved most 
of them to be Spiral Nebule, in various 
attitudes of presentation to the line of 
sight. Nebula-hunting has the advantage 
that. these objects have no very definite 
outlines to be deformed, either by the con- 
tortions of our atmosphere (the plague of 
all astronomy) or by the defects of the 
telescope. So, on those all too numerons 
nights when, as it has been well expressed, 
Jupiter looks like an egg being poached, 
and Venus goes through all her phases in 
harassed 
observer can put on his lowest power, and 
switch over to the nebulew, and be com- 
forted. : 

It is beginning to be recognised, as our 
knowledge of these objects increases, that 
all the Spiral Nebule yet discovered are 
much smaller than our Galaxy, which is 
one of them. We have become so used to 
finding ourselves on the small scale, -ivmg 
on a small planet, lighted by a very 
middling-sized Sun; etc. that-it is a 
definite relief to discover that we have 
something which beats the record after all. 
There is a possibility that our Galaxy “is 
a central system surrounded by smaller 
ones. 


THE ZODIACAL LIGHT. | 
This is the time of year when the 


“ 


Sun's place. Near the Equator it is much 
more conspicuous than in temperate lati- 
tudes. There it stands nearly vertical, and 
cannot be overlooked—especially as 
twilight lasts a much shorter time within 
the tropics. Its nature is not yet fully 
understood. It is evidently some kind of 
appendage of the Sun, possibly an exten- 
sion of the corona which is seen 
in total eclipses. It must extend 
some distance beyond the Earth’s orbit, 
as, under favourable circumstances, it is 
seen to be continued right round the 
heavens as a very faint stream of 
luminosity, with a large circular patch! 
at the anti-solar point. This blotch of 
light opposite to the Sun is known as 
the Gegenschein, or, by those who object 
to German nomenclature, as the 
Counterglow. It is an extremely diffi- 
cult observation to see the Gegenscheia 
in this country. Our moist atmosphere 
and often misty heavens are too much 
for the extremely delicate glow, I have 
never succeeded in seeing it myself, 
Even the Zodiacal Light is faint enough 
to be extinguished by the presence of 
one of the brightest, planets, as Jupiter 
or Venus. A _ remar able observation of 
it was made in January, 1910, when the 
tail of the great ‘‘ Daylight’’ Comet of 
that year, the Zodiacal Light, and the 
Milky Way, lay almost’ parallel to one 
another, arid were estimated as of nearly 
the same brightness. is

Mr. Medlar inquired what the committee 
would investigate. He suggested that Mr. 
Lemass should submit to the Board details 
of the cases which there had been com. 
laints about. Then the Board could have 
them investigated. 

On the motion of Mr. Medlar, seconded 
ly Mrs. O'Shea. Leamy, a resolution was 
passed, requesting the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce to give particulars of 
the cases referred to in the Dail, as the 
Board resented any suggestion that their 
activities in relief of the poor were actuated 
by any other motive than relief,
